The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 2, 3, 6-12, 14, 15 and 17-21 have been canceled, claims 1, 4, 5, 13 and 
1 6 remain pending and are allowed. 

The new matter rejection regarding the phrase "murine animal" was withdrawn 
because the phrase has been replaced with BPH/5 mouse which was known in the art 
and described on pg 5, lines 8-12. 

The 102 rejection over Makino was withdrawn because the claims are now 
limited to BPH/5 mice and Makino only taught a rat. 
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The 102 rejection over Takimoto was withdrawn. The BPH/5 mouse as newly 
amended in claim 1 was known in the art at the time of filing as an inbred strain having 
a particular structure and phenotype (pg 5, lines 8-12). the mouse of Takimoto was 
transgenic and was not a BPH/5 mouse as claimed at least because it had a different 
structure than the BPH/5 mouse - it had an exogenous transgene.
